1. 
The Place (v. 32). 
The g arden 
of Gethsenjpne—an enclosure contain­ 
ing olive and fig trees, bey ond Kldron, 
about three-fourths of a mile from 
Jerusalem. 
The name means olive 
press. 
The name Is sig nificant of the 
occasion. 
Ederahelm say s, “It is an 
emblem of trial, distress, and ag ony .” 
Perhaps the g arden wrs owned by 
some one o/ Jesus’ friends. It afforded 
Him a suitable place to retire with 
Ills disciples In this try ing hour. 
2. His Companions (v. 35). He took 
with Him the eleven disciples that they 
mig ht share so far as possible, this 
sorrow with Him. Being a real human 
being He craved human sy mpathy . He 
bade them watch with Him. Whil^ He 
knew that He must “tread the wine­ 
press alone,” He had a keen apprecia­ 
tion of sy mpathy so far as those who 
loved Him could g ive It. 
8 . His Great Sorrow (v. 34). This 
is the same as the “cup” In verse 36. 
It was not primarily the prospect of 
phy sical suffering that was crushing 
lllm; It was the suffering os a sin 
bearer—the sensations of Ills pure soul 
coming Into contact with the awful 
aln and g uilt of the world. 
In addi­ 
tion to this there was the Judg ment 
stroke from the holy God as It fell 
upon His Son instead of the sinner. 
God caused the Iniquities of the world 
to strike upon Jesus (II Cor. 5: 21; Isa. 
58 :0). 
II. Jesus Christ Pray ing (vv. 35-42). 
Thoug h He prized human sy mpathy 
in the hour of supreme need, His only 
recourse was pray er. 
The sy mpathy 
of our friends is helpful, but In the 
g reat crises of life we can only find 
help as we g o to God In pray er. 
1. The First Pray er (w , 8 5-8 8 ). 
(1) 
His posture (v. 8 5). 
He fell 
on his face prostrate on the g round, j 
In the hour of our g reat need we nat­ 
urally prostrate ourselves before God 
—a becoming posture. 
(2) His peti­ 
tion (v. 8 0). “Take away this cup from 
Me.” By the cup Is meant His death 
on the cross. 
No doubt it was most 
g rievous to Him to face Its shame, but 
He pressed on knowing that for this 
cause He had come Into the world 
(John 12:27, 28 , cf. Heb. 2:14). 
He 
pray ed that the “hour mig ht pass from 
Him”—the burden was so g reat that It 
seemed His life would be crushed out. 
His pray er was heard (Heb. 5:7). When 
God hears our pray ers He g rants the 
petition desired (I John 5:14, 15).

OF SAFE DRIVER 


He Sho uld Kno w That His 
Car Is in Go o d Co nditio n 
Befo re Starting. 


What are the qualificatio ns o f a 
safe auto mo bile driv er? 
The Natio nal Safety Co uncil 
an­ 
swers the questio n herewith: 
In o rder to be a safe driv er, the In­ 
div idual must be o f go o d mo ral char­ 
acter, po ssessed o f all his senses, un­ 
derstand his respo nsibility , hav e con­ 
sideratio n fo r the rights o f others and 
be able to act promptly . 
He should 
know that the car Is In such condition 
that no accident will result from de­ 
fective eq uipment. 
lie should refuse 
to operate a car which has defective 
lrakes for his own and others’ safety ; 
lie should know by actual application 
)f the brakes that they function prop- 
*rly so that, should the occasion arise 
o use them, he can depend upon them 
to stop his car. 
Ex amine Before Starting. 
lie should ex amine the car before 
farting to see that it Is in good op- 
rating condition, that is, such items 
>s the steering, gas and oil supply 
¡le should know that the headlights 
ire properly focused, tires properly 
nflated and the spare tire ready for 
service. 
He should be sure to use skid 
chains when it starts to rain or snow 
or when desirable for safety under 
other conditions, and should never 
■*peed or drive in a reckless manner. 
He should be careful today —tomor­ 
row may be too late to avoid an ac­ 
cident, for accidents do not happen; 
they are caused and a well-q ualified 
driver is never In too big a hurry to 
be careful, for he who takes chances 
usually takes one too many . 
Cautio n at Co rners. 
At blind corners where buildings or 
rees obstruct the view, he should re- 
luce his speed, sound the horn and 
keep the car under perfect control.

Tight Chains Are Alway s 
Injurio us to the Tire 
Like many other useful things, tire 
chains are entirely proper when used 
at the right time and in the right man­ 
ner.

Motorists often discover cuts at reg­ 
ular intervals around a tire.

this condition is found it is a pretty 
safe bet that tight chains were used. 
It is never wise to fasten chains on | 
tightly . 
The more loosely a chain Is 
applied the less damage to the tire 
will result. 
This is because a loose 
chain distributes the strain all over 
the tire, instead of at certain points. 
The wise motorists will also avoid 
the use of chains on paved streets, 
ex cept in cases of snow or ice. 
A tire damaged by chains should go 
to the repair shop.
